1« On 27 Auguat 1952 fíaj.j Amln al-Huaayni, the ex-Grand Mufti of Jeruaalim, aeeom- 
panied by Shaykh Mustafa Uri , the ex-KadJL of Haifa, ealled on Mullah Ayatollah 
Kaahani, the lranian polltlco-religioua leader, at the latter'a hotel in Belnrt. 
Kaahani told them that he intended, during hie atay in Meeea, to lay the baaia 
of a soeiety to be ealled Ikhv&n al-Sáfa (Srothera of Peaee), 1 the aim of vhieh 
vould be to defend the Holy Land from foreign iaeperlaliem. This organltation vould 
have branehea ln all the Arab countrlea. 

2. The ex-Mufti gave thia aeheme hia hlesslng, and agreed vlth Kaahanl that they 
should hold a Moalem Congres8 at the end of autumn 1952, either in Dammacua or 
Omlro, vith the objeet of ensurlng the eoaplete. neutrality of the Arab peoples 
ln the dispute betveen the Eaatem and Weatem Povers.

3. On his retum from Meeea, Kashani viaited Daaaacua from 6-11 September, vhen he 
left for Belrut. While In Damaacus, he dlscussed his ideas for the peroposed 
eongress vlth eertain leadlng Moalem personalitiee; aaong thoae vho approved 
it vert:

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Shaykh Salah-al-Din Za'ia^ and Sh&ykh M\iha»rt Aaaar, both vall-knovn ee— mnlat 
ayapathlzers and Peaee Partisans.

Shi'a. Al-As'ad put hls ear at Kaahani'a dlaposal,

5. On 29 August, Muhaydin Kulaybi, a Tunisian leader, ealled on the ex4tufti at the 
latter's house in Rayfnn to enlisthis-aasistanee in plaeing the Tunielan dispute 
vith Franee before the Unlted Hations . 

6. On 2 Septeaber the ex-*4ufti met Dr . Mnhei—rt Hatta, the Yiee-Preaident of the Indo- 
neslan Republic, ln the house of Mnhansart Jaadl Bayhua, a Beirut politieian, at 
Kornayal. Dr . Hatt* handed & large sua of aoney to HaJJ Aein. 

7* On reeelpt of a aessage froa Shaykh Hasan Abu-8a*ud^ to the effeet. that the dia- 
euaalon of the refugees' problem at the Arab League neeeaaltated hla preaenee, 

HalJ Amin left Belrut for 7airo on 11 8epteaber, In particular, the ex~Muftl 
hoped to persuade the Arab League to send a delegation to Westem Oermany to ob- 
stniet and delay the executlon of Geraany's deeision to pay eompensatlon to Iarael 
for the persecution of the Jevs by the 9&s1b.

8. During hia vislt to Lebanon, the ex-Muftl deeided that the offieea of the Arab 

Higber Executlve In Belrut vould be elosed because of l&ek of funda , and tttat in future 
its aetivitles vould be earrled on from the hovae of Aall Ohuri.®
